WALLS OF JERUSALEM.

EX-KAISER'S FAMOUS .. 
ENTRANCE. 

‘Mr. E,W. G. Masterman delivered 
a lecture on The Walls of Jerusalem 
at various periods before the Victoria 
Nastitute at the Central Hall, West- 
fhinster, recently, and expressed ‘the 

opinion that the original city was 
situated south of the. Temple Hill, 
outside the present’ wall ° ‘of the 
city. The original wall built partly 
by David and then by Solomon 
and later kings, ran from the 


Temple enclosure along the western: 
branch of the Tyropean Valley to the ; 


corner gate where now is the Jaffa 


gate,'and.then south and so finally ; 


enclosing the ancient City to the: 
Temple, Then there were a, second | 
and later a third wall. If the theory | 
were correct that the second wal! ran 
from’ the centre of the ‘western : 
ranch of the Tyropear Valley ‘north - 
eastwards so as to enclose a part of: 


the eastern valley, then the Church ; 


of the Holy Sepulchre would be; 
Outside the wall. The third wall was 
built hurriedly in 70 AD., and was 
destroyed in the capture of Jerusalem. 
This was probably on the lines of 
the present north wall of the city. 
Later came, Hacriam’s wall on" the 
hsouth side. This did not enclose the 
site of the original city, but was 
where the present south wall runs.
